IiigenioiiH Schemes Which Hitve Deceived 


Old Clinton.* Ollleers. 


Standing on a pier near tlip gangway of 


on« of the great Atlantic liners, a cyclonic 
Imigh was playing havoc within me while 
watching the nervous antics of a fair pas- 
n-iigei-. Her f.-u-e, neck, wrists and amply 
displayed ankles gave her the suspicion of 
registering 133 pounds net weight, while 
her Ixidy, with its bulk of appendages 
would insure a clean bill of lading to the 
tune of 310 pounds. It is needless to Bay 
thai when she hud passed through Uncle 
Sam's inquisitorial alembic she-had fallen 
to her normal condition. 


It may bo incidentally stated here that 


any attempt to introduce to these shores 
in a single jump, duty free, a silk mill, a 
glove factory and a complete emporium of 
gold and precious stones is slightly over- 
doing things. 


One of the smartest bits of smuggling I 


know of occurred when one of the largest 
arid handsomest diamonds iu this country 
—owned at present by one of our leading 
families—was brought in duty free. Hero 
is the scheme: Among (liesteerage passen- 
gers was a respectable looking workman 
withalnrge Dutch pipe.

In a short time he was in 
an east side hotel, luggage and all, whence 
he was soon transferred to one of the city's 
aristocratic almtlcs. 


Another equally clever scheme is worked 


this way: A European gentleman deals 
heavily in fine jewelry of all kinds. His 
private partner presumedly exports a well 
known maker's fancy toilet soaps to his 
brother, a .simple grocer over here. The 
"exporter" has a finefi.c-simile single cake 
mold with the name, etc., of the maker, 
minus one letter in the name. 
One or 


more of the cakes of soap is split nnd hol- 
lowed out and filled with jewels. 
The 


cakes are then put into the mold and soon 
have tho appearance of new cakes. 
When 


the box of soap arrives at its destination 


men o'f the swo'rfl got m as gay a season as 
they ever have since. Those old dons were 
lads of spirit, and possessed high hearts as 
well as a taste for travel.

In 1824 l«ss 
than 0 per cent, of our imports was free; in 
1833 only 15 per cent, ot our imported goods 
was free ; in 1842 only 27 per cent, was free; 
in 1846, the great revenue tariff year, only 12 
per cent.; in 1857 only 18 per cent. From 
1873 down to 1883, 30 per cent, only was 
fiee, and in 1889 39 per cent, was free. This 
bill makes about one-half of them absolutely 
free to the people. 
The Mills bill, that fam- 


ous Democratic tai iff bill, only made free in 
all about 37 per cent, of out importations. 
Under the new law one-half of our importa 
tions, or nearly so, are made free.

While the quantity 
of American 


wljgat sold to groat Britain fell off from 
over ninety million bushels in 1887 to 
fifty-five and a quarter million bushels 
in 1S89 the quantity supplied by Russia 
increased nearly fourfold in the same 
time—that is to say, from 10,354,007 
bushels in 1087 to 39,800,372 bushels in 
1SS9. 
Not because the United States 


had not the wheat to sell, but because 
wheat conlcl be bought cheaper from 
Russia than America. 


Consumers were too hard pressed by 


poverty to give heed to theories of reci- 
procity in commerce. They bought their 
bread of tliose who gold cheapest, and aa 
the Russian serf works for less money 
than has to be paid the American farm 
laborer, net only have prices been ham- 
mered down, but Russian wheat—sup- 
plemented by more than 10,000,000 bush- 
ela from Lridi,, in iwa—ii«o koon o*o-K.a 
ing the American product from the 
markets of western Europe. 


A Free-trade Dividend. 


The Consett Iron company, limited, 


furnishes in its recently declared divi- 
dend an illu&tratiou of the enormous 
profits of employers in Free-trade Eng- 
land. The London Iron and Steel Trades 
Journal says of this company: 


"The shareholders' capital is a few 


sovereigns short of £700,000, and on this 
sum dividends are to ba paid which, 
with the interim distribution of profits, 
make 33J- per cent, for the year. The 
actual net earnings in the twelve months 
amounted to £366,409 14s., or more than 
50 percent, on the shareholders'capital." 


Mr. Gladstone evidently did not exag- 


gerate in denying that profits were 
higher in protected than in unprotected 
industries.

If he wishes to go ashore be musl 
"dance attendance" on the executive of- 
ficer, or the privilege of going will be denied 
him. Should a parent, brother, sister or 
wife, if be has one, be in need of money he 
has the greatest of difficulties in procuring 
it, although it Is his own.

All committees, unless they have received 
some Hpecinl dispensation, cease to have 
power to act as committees when the clock 
on the mantel strikes 12. Action taken 
after tliat has no binding force. 
There- 


fore tho official clock, whose statement as 
to the hour cannot be disputed, is on the 
mantel in each of the hundreds of commit- 
tee rooms.—Washington Star.
